The roller bearing axlo is the latest 
thing in bicycle mechanism to overcome 1 
friction. Ball bearing axles have not been ; 
entirely successful owing to tho fact that [ 
the weight fell upon the two lower balls, j 
which afforded insufficient surface to pre­ 
vent wear. 
No such objection can be 
raised against the roller bearing axle. 
In 
the first place, it has been demonstrated 
that the roller will sustain, or has a car­ 
rying power, 33 times as great as the ball. 
Then, too, the weight is much more dis­ 
tributed, taking in three rollers as against 


Two useful and dainty gifts which can 
be easily made by the average bright 
American girl are here described. 
At a Japanese store, that home of 
pretty things w ithin the reach of the , 
most slender purses, can be purchased 
for the sum of IO cents a lifelike little > 
head with a fringe of wiry black hair 
protruding from under a paper disk. In 
the center of this is a hole, through , 
which a duster is intended to be slipped, 1 
but a very fantastic penwiper and blot­ 
ter combined may be readily made in­ 
stead. Cut two circular pieces of cha­ 
mois of two contrasting colors (every 
desirable shade can now be obtained in 
this leather; the model was made of 
yellow and royal purple), and, having 
pinked the edges, gather in a bunch 
from the center and fasten with a bit of 
wire to a burned match. Slip the match 
through the opening in the top of the 
head until it rests crosswise inside, 
thus fixing the penwiper firmly in 
place. 
Now cut six squares of blotting 
paper of the same color as the chamois 
and lay them alternately one on top of 
another; then cut a circle of chamois 
an inch and a half in diameter and lay 
in the center of the topmost piece of 
blotting paper. 
Take the head, make a 
hole in each side of the neck and, thread­ 
ing a large needle with baby ribbon, 
pass it from the chamois on top through 
the last sheet of blotting paper and then 
back again, this time passing through 
the hole in the side of the neck 
Now 
take the two ends of the ribbon and tie 
first in a firm knot and then in a dainty 
little bow Having made a similar bow 
on the other side, the novel little gift 
is finished. 
The ribbon used must of 
course be of the same cclcr at the c ha­ 
mois 
Another pretty present is a Japanese 
ballet dancer shaving paper case. 
An 
ordinary Japanese doll about ten inches 
high is used for this novel little dancer. 
Having disrobed the victim of its native 
gown, proceed to array it in crape tis­ 
sue paper. 
The one in question was 
dressed in light blue, the ribbon used 
being black. The trousers, which reach 
just to the end of the unsightly brown 
muslin aud the beginning of the pink 
knee, are cut from an oblong piece of 
tissue paper, sewed up the center and 
shirred at the bottom of each leg to form 
a ruffle. 
A waist is cut from a straight 
piece with two holes cut for the arms, 
into which is sewed a plain straight 
sleeve shirred at the end to form a ruffle. 
This is creased around the center to 
make the wheellike effect shown iu the 
illustration. The waist is then shirred 
around the neck about half an inch 
from the top to form a ruffled collar. 
For the skirt cut 20 circles about 
inches in diameter and notch their 
edges, fold in half and then again in 
quarters without creasing them. Thread 
these through the pointed end on a 
strong piece of linen cord and, tying 
the cord tightly round the waist of the 
doll, push the frills until they stand out 
evenly all around. 
A ribbon is then 
passed round the waist, crossed in front,

Charge of “ Assault W ith Intent to Do 
Great Bodily Harm’’ and Is Punish­ 
able By Imprisonment In the State 
Penitentiary--Officer Felled With a 
Stone. 
John Wallace, who edged cautiously 
up to Officer John Brown and struck 
the officer on top of the head with a 
big stone early Sunday mornirg, cut­ 
ting a three inch gash in Brown's head 
and knocking him senseless, will stand 
trial in the man cipalcourt on Dec. 20. 
The charge egiiust Wallace ia “ *e- 
sault with intent to do great bodily 
harm,” and the offense is punishable 
by confinement in the state peniten­ 
tiary. 
Wallace waived examination when 
brought into court today, and his case 
will come up again next Monday. 
Wallace had been engaged in a fight 
en North Mail street Saturday Digit, 
and Officer Brown, after stepping the 
row, took hold of Wallace, ordering 
him to go 
home. 
Wallace did not 
w ant to obey so Officer Brown pushed 
him aloog the sidewalk. Finally Wal­ 
lace struck Brown and Brown r e t a r d ­ 
ed by slapping Wallace on the cheek. 
Wallace was then giving bis choice cf 
going home or to jail, and went. up 
Main street as the officer supposed, on 
his way home. 
Wallace bad other 
plans, however. 
He stepped into the 
street at M angels grocery, and picked 
up a large stone. 
b e lle d to T h e G round 
At this time Officers 
Brown and 
Appleby were talking at Ziegler’s cor­ 
ner. 
They did not see Wallace come 
back. until he was close 
to thorn. 
Wallace edged up to Officer Brown and 
before 
toe policeman realized that 
Wallace intended to do anything, he 
bad brought the heavy stone down on 
Officer Brown’s head, with great force. 
Officer Brown fell, and Wallace ran 
up North Main street 
with Officer 
Appleby in pursuit. 
Wallace dodged 
into the alley at 2 fire station, and 
fell 
over 
a 
dump 
cart. 
He jumped up and ran again and just 
as Officer Appleby fell over the same 
cart, Wallace turLed up the river bank 
Wallt ca succeeded in getting away 
but was arrested by Chief Hogan sad 
Officer Appleby at 4 a. rn. at J. A. 
Wallace's home on Terrace street and 
put in j iii 
W allace is J a ile d 
Officer Brown regained his f Acuities 
in a few moments aud went to Palmer 
Even6on <fe Stevens’ drug store. 
Dr. 
Joe Whiting was called and found an 
irregular gash two and a half or three 
inches long in Brown's scalp. 
Dr. 
Whiting took 
ten 
stitches in the 
wound. 
When Sheriff AcheBon talked with 
Wallace at the jail Wallace said he 
struck Brown because 
Brown had 
pushed him about and that he intend­ 
ed to “do Brown up.” 
Wallace is the* son of Mrs. Mar­ 
garet Wallace 50 North Main street 
and is about eighteen years of age. 
The court can sentence a prisoner 
for from one to three years in the pen­ 
itentiary, or one year in jail on convic- 
tion cf toe charge. 
Wallace’s bail was fixed at $700*.
